real movement of the art of swim- 
ming, and perhaps the hardest part 
about the crawl stroke to learn. 
But it is not impossible and any- 
one can learn it with a little will 
power. 


In learning the kick, If you will 


first sit on a flat surface, prefer- 
ably a. chair, where your feet will 
he off the floor, the position of the 
body and the movement of the kick 
can be felt out before going into 
the water. The position is as fol- 
lows : 


Lay flat on the chair with hips 


extended, legs stiff, and toes point- 
hips bear the burden of the move- 
ments. Thus it is necessary 
to 


. 
loarn this section of the swimming 


''I 
lessons well, and correctly. 
After 


practicing on the chair for a few 
minutes you may try it out in the 
water thus: 


Take the same position in 
the 


water as in the plunge you learned 
in Lesson 2. But as you get your 
feet and arms extended begin the 
kick. 
Remember, kick from the 


hips and not from the knees. The 
purpose of the motion is to squeeze 
the water out between the upper 
and lower leg-. In beginning 
the 


rate of time of the motion of the 
legs should be three times to the 
rate of the arms, of course you do 
not use your arms in his lesson but 
you know how fast the arms of a 
swimmer moves and thus you can 
get an idea of how fast to move 
the legs and feet. 


Remember the movement is from 


the hips and not the knees.
